S.F.  DA  Sues  Private  Parking  Enforcement  Company 
For  False  Advertising  and  Unfair  Business  Practices 


San  Francisco  District  Altomey 
Terence  Hallinan  armounced  Sept,  2 
that  his  Consumer  &  Environmental 
Protection  Unit  has  Illed  a  civil  case 
against  Overtime  Parking,  Inc . ,  charg- 
ing the  company  with  unfair  business 
practices  and  false  advertising 

Headquartered  m  Walnut  Creek,  the 
company  contracb;  with  pnvate  busi- 
nesses m  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area, 
including  Walgreens.  to  enforce  park- 
ing limitations  posted  by  owners  of 
private  parking  lots. 

In  the  lawsuit,  the  Distnct  Attorney 
alleges  that  Overtime  Parking  uses 
various  tactics  that  mislead  consum- 
ers mto  believing  thai  the  parking  no- 
tices issued  by  the  company  and  placed 
on  their  vehicles  are  actually  being  is- 


sued by  local  law  enlbrcement  The 
suit  also  alleges  that  the  company  has 
been  in  violation  of  a  statewide  injunc- 
tion entered  in  Santa  Barbara  Count> 
Superior  Court  on  Dec.  fr,  1997.  This 
injunction  specifically  prohibits  the 
company  from  issuing  parking  notices 
which  use  the  word  "ticket."  "park- 
ing violation."  "violation,  "penalty,"  or 
any  other  tenns  which  could  cause  an 
ordinary  mdmdual  to  believe  that  the 
obhgation  to  make  payment  was  cre- 
ated by.  or  is  enforceable  by,  govern- 
ment authonty 

"Unfortunately,  Overtime  Parking 
did  not  heed  the  mjunction  entered  in 
Santa  Barbara  County,"  said  Hallinan 
"Rather,  it  simply  focused  its  business 
activities  m  the  Bay  Area,  where  it  has 
cited  hundreds,  perhaps  thousands  of 


vehicles,  scaring  consumers  into  pay- 
ing what  they  thought  were  parking 
tickets  " 

Hallinan  said  ihe  company  also  used 
scare  tactics  m  foUow-up  letters  lo  con- 
sumers who  had  not  paid  their  park- 
ing notices,  ihreatemng  them  with  col- 
lection actions  and ,  m  some  cases,  im- 
poundment of  their  vehicles 

The  suit  seeks  lo  have  the  company 
repay  to  the  victims  all  sums  obtained 
through  the  use  of  this  scheme,  as  well 
as  a  minimum  of  $500,000  in  civil 
penalties  for  the  unfair  business  prac- 
tice and  false  advertising,  and  an  ad- 
ditional $6,000  per  day  in  civil  penal- 
ties for  each  day  in  which  the  com- 
pany has  operated  in  violation  of  the 
mjunction.

Illegal  Oil  Dumping  Drops  in  S.F 


The  amount  of  oil  illegally  dumped 
in  San  Francisco  has  dropped  signifi- 
cantly, helping  to  protect  the  environ- 
ment and  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Re- 
ports of  abandoned  oil  dropped  from 
272  in  the  year  ending  June  30.  1 996 
lo  103  in  the  year  ending  June  30. 
1 998— a  65  percent  decline 

While  the  dumping  of  oil  has  de- 
creased throughout  the  entire  City, 
some  neighborhoods  now  have  virtu- 
ally no  problem  with  illegally  aban- 
doned oil  In  the  Richmond  District, 
for  example,  only  one  incident  of  aban- 
doned oil  was  reported  last  year-down 
from  1 9  three  years  ago.  Oil  dumping 
in  the  northeast  sector  of  the  City  (Ma- 
nna. Nob  Hill.  Russian  Hill  ,  Telejiraph 
Hill.  Chinatown,  and  Downtown) 
dropped  to  two  mcidents  from  1 8  The 
smallest  decline  was  in  the  Sunset 


Disfricl,  with  1 8  cases  last  year-down 
33  percent  from  the  27  incidents  in 
1996. 

At  the  same  time  that  illegal  dump- 
ing of  oil  was  decreasing,  the  recycling 
of  oil  througli  drop  off  centers  and 
collection  events  has  been  increasing. 
Oil  recycled  has  nearly  doubled-from 
48,00()  gallons  m  1994  to  125,000 
gallons  in  1997 

'We  re  glad  to  see  that  our  aggres- 
sive oil  recycling  oufreach  campaign 
IS  having  such  a  positive  impact,"  said 
Paul  Horcher.  director  of  the  Solid 
Waste  Management  Program  "Witli 
more  than  50  drop-off  sites,  monthly 
collection  events  and  a  new  curbside 
oil  collection  program  scheduled  to 
begin  next  year,  residents  have  a  clear 
alternative  to  illegally  dumping  oil,"

S.F  SAT  Scores  Improve  in  Five  Years 


Students  in  the  San  Francisco  Uni- 
fied School  Distnct  (SFUSD)  are  tak- 
ing the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  (SAT) 
in  greater  numbers  and  sconng  higher 
over  a  five  year  period  This  frend  rep- 
resents an  eight  point  increase  in  the 
verbal  SAT  scores  and  a  nine  pomt 
increase  m  the  math  SAT  scores  since 
1994 

In  this  penod,  the  state  of  California 
showed  an  increase  of  eight  and  ten 
points  m  verbal  and  math  scores  re- 
spectively Nationally,  students  in- 
creased their  SAT  scores  by  six  and 
eight  points  respectively  over 

At  Uie  same  time  SFUSD  students 
are  scormg  higher  on  the  SAT,  more 
students  are  taking  the  test.  In  1998. 
2.436  SFUSD  students  look  the  col- 
lege entrance  exam  compared  to  2,326 
in  1994.  The  greatest  increase  oc- 
cuned  between  1997  and  1998  when 
199  more  studenti  were  tested.  The 
dislnct's  average  verbal  score  in  1 998 
was  512,  the  same  as  the  national  av- 
erage, yet  down  5  points  from  517  m 
1997  Overall,  two  oul  of  three 
SFUSD  seniors  look  the  lest  in  1 998, 
or  70  percent  compared  to  47  percent 
of  the  seniors  in  California  and  43 


percent  nationally 

"When  the  stock  market  drops  a  few 
points,  there  is  no  need  to  panic  The 
same  is  true  for  SAT  scores,  said 
SFUSD  Superintendent  Bill  Rojas 
•We  are  making  a  long-term  invest- 
ment m  our  students  and  they  will  suc- 
ceed We  now  have  a  five  year  frend 
that  indicates  more  students  in  San 
Francisco  are  graduating  and  going  to 
college," 

A  closer  look  at  the  test  scores  indi- 
cates that  SFUSD  students  are  over- 
coming the  odds  to  achieve  Sevent>'- 
two  percent  of  the  students  \v  ho  took 
the  1998  SAT  in  San  Francisco  came 
from  homes  where  English  is  not  die 
primary  language,  compared  to  36  per- 
cent at  the  state  level  and  1 8  percent 
nationally

What  do  former  State  Senator  Milton 
Marks,  KRON  reporter  Henry 
Tanenbaum,  garden  author  Pam  Pierce, 
and  12,000  other  San  Franciscans  have 
m  common'?  They're  all  using  low  cost 
compost  bins  provided  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Recyclmg  Program,  Twice  a  year, 
m  cooperation  with  the  San  Francisco 
League  of  Urban  Gardeners  (SLUG), 
San  Francisco  residents  are  given  the 
opportumty  to  buy  $90  Earth  Machmes 
for  only  $19,50 

Your  next  opportunity  to  get  a  bin  is 
on  Saturday,  September  1 9th  at  the 
Garden  for  the  Environment-located 
at  7th  and  Lawton  m  the  Sunset  Dis- 
trict, Bms  will  be  offered  from  9  am 
to  3  p  m.  on  a  first-come,  first-served 
basis  Bins  come  with  complete  in- 
structions, SLUG  also  offers  free  dem- 
onstrations at  the  sale  as  well  as  regu- 
lar free  workshops  on  compostmg. 

If  you  don't  have  a  back  yard,  you 
can  slill  compost  your  food  scraps  in  a 
^'''ggiy  branch,  which  will  also  be 
available  at  the  compost  bin  sale  This 
high  quality  worm  bin,  perfect  for 
apartments,  is  available  for  only 
$24.50,  Call  285-7584  to  receive  free 
brochures,  information  on  fr«e  work- 
shops, and  other  information  on 
composting- 

There  are  1 ,2  rmUion  of  them,  col- 
lectively they  weigh  more  than  six 
million  pounds,  and  every  household 
and  busmess  will  get  a  new  one  this 
month  What  I'm  referring  to,  of 
course,  are  the  new  telephone  books, 
wiuch  amve  m  San  Francisco  every 
September.  With  the  arrival  of  new  di- 
rectones,  more  than  one  million  old 
books  become  obsolete.  Old  telephone 
directones  don't  need  to  end  up  m  the 
trash,  however.  They  are  easily  re- 
cycled into  new  telephone  books,  ce- 
real boxes,  building  insulation  or  one 
of  many  other  paper  products. 
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If  you  have  curbside  recycling  ser- 
vice, you  can  just  put  the  phone  books 
m  a  paper  bag  with  your  other  paper 
recyclables  and  put  them  out  with  your 
blue  bin  If  you  live  in  an  apartment 
building  with  central  recycling  bms, 
you  can  put  the  phone  books  in  the 
gray  recycling  bin  for  paper  If  you  live 
in  an  apartment  building  without  re- 
cycling, you  can  take  your  books  to  a 
recycling  center  Call  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Recycling  Program  Hotline  at 
554-RECYcle  (7329)  for  information 
on  the  center  nearest  you,  Busmesses 
can  also  call  the  hotlme  for  collection 
options  and  a  list  of  recycling  centers 
that  accept  phone  books 

This  year,  the  new  books  contam  an 
average  of  40  percent  recycled  post 
consumer  content.  That  means  at  least 
40  percent  of  the  material  used  to 
manufacture  this  year's  telephone 
books  came  from  old  newspapers, 
magazines,  and  yes.  old  telephone 
books  By  mcluding  40  percent  re- 
cycled post  consumer  content  m  the 
books.  Pacific  Bell  has  saved  18,500 
frees.  4,4  million  kilowatt  hours  of 
energy  and  almost  8  million  gallons 
of  water  for  San  Francisco's  books 
alone,  Our  goal  this  year  is  to  recycle 
2.5  million  pounds  of  telephone  books 
citywide  (that's  half  of  all  the  phone 
books  delivered  in  San  Francisco). 

San  Franciscans  are  continumg  to 
recycle  at  record  rates  Recycling  went 
up  by  almost  3  million  pounds  durmg 
the  first  half  of  1 998.  up  to  a  record 
60  million  pounds  Keep  up  the  good 
work.

Riders  are  understandably  ftirious  at 
Muni  for  recent  Mefro  service  Muru 
made  very  significant  changes  m  how 
we  use  the  system  without  telling  us 
in  advance  how  it  would  change  and 
how  the  changes  would  improve  the 
system  after  implementation  glitches 
were  fixed  This  turned  a  difticult  situ- 
ation of  change  mto  a  nightmare  and 
brought  already  frijsfrated  riders  far 
past  the  boilmg  point 

If  Muni  had  only  used  a  lew  of  the 
billboards  in  the  subway  stations  to 
explain  key  changes  in  advance,  the 
incredible  overcrowding  at 
Embarcadero  platform  would  not  have 
happened,  most  riders  would  have 
grumbled  but  understood  what  was 
gomg  on.  Instead,  only  proof  of  pay- 
ment (POP)  was  explained,  and  only 
that  nders  needed  to  have  POP  with 
them  on  a  vehicle  or  on  a  platform, 
tbrgetting  to  mention  how  the  white 
buttons  on  the  Bredas  would  open  the 
doors  while  on  the  street,  Also,  of 
course,  thousands  of  riders  were  left 
in  the  dark  during  the  major  delays  that 
plagued  the  first  week  of  ATCS  ser- 
vice, not  knowing  when  their  cars 
would  arrive  of  the  cause  of  the 
frouble

nders 

5  Fully  ex-plam  to  the  nding  public 
the  purpose  and  goals  of  ATCS 

6  Open  up  itsmmdand  listen  to  rid- 
ers when  they  suggest  ways  to  run  the 
Metro/streetcar  system  more  effi- 
ciently. 

7.  Work  out  a  flexible  and  efficient 
agreement  with  the  Transport  Work- 
ers Union  such  that  frams  go  outbound 
in  proper  sequence  instead  of  sending 
five  K  or  J  or  N  cars  m  a  row 

8.  Work  out  a  reasonable  deal  with 
BART  on  the  use  of  the  Fast  Pass  on 
BART  within  San  Francisco, 


9.  Show  steady  quarterly  improve- 
ment in  outputs  (service  quantity  and 
quality),  not  just  inputs  (employees) 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  the 
full  requested  lunding  kicks  in  start- 
ing October  1 .

Through  these  steps.  Muni  Director 
Cruz  and  Mayor  Brown  can  cool  down 
the  firestorm  of  anger  that  erupted  in 
late  August  and  take  the  first  step  on  a 
long  journey  to  regain  the  respect  of 
Mum  nders  To  encourage  such  steps.

Tanya  Drlik,  an  integrated  pest  man- 
agement specialist  who  consulted  on 
the  book,  concurred,  "This  handy  Httle 
guide  IS  an  excellent  place  to  start  if 
you  have  a  problem.  The  book  covers 
1 4  pests  commonly  found  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  offers  specific,  less-toxic 
controls" 

But  ants  aren't  the  only  pest  covered 
in  the  book  Every  page  of  Confro/ //,' 
focuses  on  a  different  pest  and  features 
prevenUon  tips.  Pests  covered  include 
cockroaches,  fleas  and  termites  The 
booklet  includes  a  shoppmg  list  and 


product  guide,  hmts  on  fmdmg  pests' 
hiding  places  and  cleamng  Ups 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  Water  Pollution  Preven- 
tion F*rogram  developed  Control  hi 
the  fiflh  in  a  senes  of  consumer  guides, 
because  pest  control  chemicals  can 
pollute  the  San  Francisco  Bay  and 
Pacific  Ocean  when  used  or  disposed 
of  improperly 

"Most  of  us  want  to  get  rid  of  pests 
And  we  want  to  offer  a  less  pollutmg 
way  of  doing  it,"  said  Paula  Kehw, 
program  coordinator  for  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Water  Pollution  Prevention  Pro- 
gram. "Most  of  us  have  had  to  deal 
with  home  pest  control  at  one  time  or 
another  and  sometimes  our  instmct  is 
to  just  go  out  and  buy  the  strongest 
chemical  product  around  But  you  may 
not  need  such  products  to  get  nd  of  a 
simple  problem.  There  are  many  less 
toxic  methods  that  really  get  the  |ob 
done  and  help  protect  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  and  Pacific  Ocean."

Proposition  E  Calls  for  Attractive  Boulevard 
To  Replace  Freeway  Nordi  of  Market  Street 


After  a  successful  petition  drive  this 
summer,  supporters  are  hopeful  the  rest 
of  San  Francisco  will  be  equally  en- 
thusiastic about  Proposition  E,  a  mea- 
sure on  the  local  bidlot  this  November 
that  would  elimmate  the  bulky  Cen- 
tra! Freeway  north  of  Market  Street 
and  replace  it  with  an  attractive  av- 
enue 

Octavia  Boulevard  would  be  a  new 
widened,  high-traffic  volume  roadway 
between  Market  and  Oak/Fell  Streets 
that  would  distribute  IraflFic  both  east/ 
west  and  north/south  over  a  variety  of 
routes  it  would  consist  of  two  lanes 
of  traffic  in  each  direction,  plus  an 
additional  lane  oneich  side  with  park- 
ing separated  from  faster  through  traf- 
fic to  serve  the  local  neighborhood 

Timed  signals  on  Octavia  Boulevard 
would  be  coordinated  vrtth  lights  on 
Fell  and  Oak  Streets  in  a  plan  both 
Caltrans  and  the  Transportation  Au- 
thonty  have  agreed  would  be  no  slower 
in  reaching  Fell  Street  than  the  over- 
head freeway 

According  to  the  plan,  new  overhead 
ramps  would  be  constructed  to  meet 
the  existing  freeway  at  Mission  Street 
and  gradually  descend  to  ground  level 
at  Market  Street  Traffic  on  the  free- 
way currently  only  moves  northbound 
past  Mission  after  the  seismically  un- 
safe southbound  deck  was  removed  a 
few  years  ago. 

Cost  of  the  project  is  estimated  at 
$48  I  million,  almost  $20  million  less 
than  the  $67  6  it  would  lake  to  both 


retrofit,  widen  and  create  new  exit 
ramps  for  the  existing  structure  Pro- 
posed new  construction  on  the  free- 
way would  also  rnipact  traffic  directly 
below  It. 

Opponents  of  the  boulevard  measure 
have  claimed  demolishing  the  freeway 
and  bnngmg  its  traffic  to  a  surface  in- 
tersection with  Market  Sfreet  would 
cause  a  nightmansh  gridlock,  oflen 
citmg  the  passage  of  passage  of  Propo- 
sition H  in  1 997  as  the  will  of  the  vot- 
ers. 

But  those  if  favor  of  the  plan  are 
confident  the  roadway  "s  design  would 
be  helpful  in  directing  commuter  and 
weekend  traffic  north  towards 
Franklin  Street,  inaccessible  since 
demolition  of  the  Cenfral  Freeway  s 
top  portion  following  the  earthquake 
in  October  1989  Supporters  also  note 
the  resurgence  of  Hayes  Valley,  once 
agam  fiounshmg  with  restaurants  and 
shops  after  decades  ofbemg  directly 
below  the  freeway,  as  a  major  reason 
to  remove  it  from  the  neighborhood

Light  Rail  System 
To  Visitacion  VaUey 
Scheduled  to  Begin 
Operating  in  2003 

On  June  23rd,  in  a  hearing  room 
crowded  with  interested  community 
members,  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Transportation  Coimfiission  gave  its 
stamp  of  approval  to  hght  rail  in  the 
Third  Street  Corridor  by  selecting  the 
Iwo-phase  Third  Street  Light  Rail 
Project  as  the  Locally  Preferred  Alter- 
native, 

The  Commission  also  resolved  the 
hght  rail  project  s  remaimng  design 
options  Thirty-three  committee  mem- 
bers testified  at  the  heanng,  givmg  the 
commissioners  their  input  on  the 
project  and  the  remaming  decisions. 

In  Visitacion  Valley,  a  community 
workshop  on  Sept  9  gave  residents  an 
opportunity  to  see  the  latest  develop- 
ments of  the  new  light  rail  system,  in- 
cluding alternative  concept  designs  for 
station  platforms  Another  meeting  is 
scheduled  for  Thursday,  Oct  8at7pm.

Church  Muni  Metro  Ime  from  the  Mar- 
ket Street  Subway  and  Muni  Metro 
Embarcadero  Extension  along  Third 
Street  and  Bayshore  Boulevard  to  a 
southern  terminus  at  the  Caltram 
Bayshore  Station  The  N-Judah  line

•Phase  2  would  include  a  new  Cen- 
tral Subway,  beginning  at  Bryant  and 
traveling  under  Third.  Gear>',  and 
Stockton  Streets  to  a  northern  termi- 
nus at  Stockton/Clay  m  Chinatown  The 
Central  Subway  is  an  integral  part  of 
the  Third  Street  Light  Rail  Project  and 
IS  covered  by  the  project's  environmen- 
tal documents,  however  the  City  does 
not  currently  have  the  t\mds  to  engi- 
neer and  build  this  part  of  the  project 
The  Third  Street  Project  is  listed  in  (he 
new  federal  transportation  legislation 
(TEA-2]),  as  an  eligible  project  This 
means  that  the  City  can  apply  for  fed- 
eral funds  to  build  the  Central  Subway, 
though  Muni  would  have  to  wait  in  turn 
behmd  other  Bay  Area  projects  which 
are  already  in  line  for  the  ftinds.  A  pro- 
jected start  date  for  the  Central  Sub- 
way IS  2008. 
DESIGN  OPTIONS 

For  the  lane  configuration  for  Third 
Street  in  the  Bayview  Commercial  Cere 
(Kirkwood  to  Thomas  Avenues),  the 
Commission  selected  a  "Mixed  Flow" 
optiai  for  this  nine-block  segment,  pro- 
viding two  lanes  of  traffic  in  each  di- 
rection with  the  inside  lane  shared  be- 
tween traffic  and  light  rail.  This  design 
maintains  curb  parking  on  Third  Street 
through  the  Bayshore  Commercial  Core 
and  allows  the  sidewalks  to  be  widened 
to  12  feet 

Throughout  the  rest  of  the  corridor, 
the  light  rail  will  be  In  its  own  exclu- 
sive lane  m  the  center  of  the  street  with 
two  traffic  lanes  for  automobiles  and 
trucks  in  each  direction  Curb  parking 
will  be  removed  at  station  locations  and 
in  some  areas  where  left  turn  pockets 
are  provided 

In  picking  the  platform  type,  the 
Commission  selected  high-level  plat- 
forms for  all  station  locations  along  the 
Tturd  Street  Comdor,  These  platforms 
will  be  33-inches  high  throughout  They 
will  look  similar  to  the  new  platforms 
on  The  Embarcadero  between  Folsom 
and  King  Streets,  but  will  not  be  quite 
as  long  or  wide 

Mum  stafl'  has  found  a  way  to  locate 
a  high-level  center  platform  station  at 
Bayshort  and  Arleta  by  redesigning  that 
intersection  The  re-design  will  have 
the  added  benefit  of  helping  traffic  flow 
better  through  that  area 

In  picking  an  alignment  across  Mis- 
sion Creek  the  Commission  selected  the 
aligrunent  using  the  Fourth  Street 
Bridge  in  both  the  northbound  and 
southbound  directions  The  hght  rail 
will  share  a  lane  with  cars  in  each  di- 
rection over  the  bndge 

In  selecting  a  maintenance  and  stor- 
age facility  site,  the  Commission  chose 
the  west  side  of  the  former  Western 
Pacific  Railyard  site,  located  near  25th 
and  Illinois  Street,

When  completed  in  late  1 999,  the  new 
homes  wiH  be  composed  of  63  two- 
bedroom,  21  three-bedroom  and  8  four- 
bedroom  apartments  designed  to  ac- 
commodate families  with  children.

Truly  senous  histonans  are  unani- 
mous in  gi\  ing  extra  weight  to  the  role 
of  the  \-1ayflawer  at  Phmoutli  Rock 
Whatever  it  s  worth,  the  city  of 
Bangor  tn  the  state  of  Maine  had  its 
part  in  the  founding  and  development 
of  the  United  States  of  Amenca  vvtule 
being  one  of  the  first  New  World  ar- 
eas to  deinoa-itrate  peaceful  aimmerce 
and  trade  between  settlers  and  the 
Indians 

My  wife  and  1  spent  32  hours  in 
Bangor  during  the  earlv  part  of  Au- 
gust Our  tnp  wasn  t  planned,  but  u 
free-wheeling  tour  thai  came  out  of 
the  blue  as  the  focal  point  of  an  eight- 
day  tour  of  the  Eastern  Coast, 

The  world  knows  very  little  of 
Bangor  although  the  community  has 
played  important  roles  in  international 
trade,  diplomacy,  culture  and  history 
As  early  as  1604,  chromclcr  Samuel 
de  Champlain  sailed  up  to  the  harbor 
of  the  Penobscot  River  (leadmg  to 
Bangor)  The  significance  of  the 
Bangor  area  in  terms  of  its  role  in  the 
flounshing  French-Indian  river  trade 
and  such  subsequent  events  as  the 
amval  of  the  first  white  settler  m  1 769 
and  the  erection  of  a  sawmill  in  1 772, 
have  been  o\'ershadovved  in  Massa- 
chusetts histoncally  by  the  Boston  Tea 
Party,  the  Paul  Revere  horse  ride,  and 
Patrick  Henry  s  famous  oratory 

And  in  spite  of  its  geographical  po- 
sition. Its  role  in  trade,  ethruc  and  ra- 
cial relations,  Bangor  has  nut  gotten 
Its  share  in  world  reaigmtion 

A  large  number  of  tiriends  asked 
why  Violet  and  I  considered  iravelmg 
to  Mame  A  few  remarked,  "The  only 
thing  that  Maine  is  famous  for  is  the 
lobster " 

But  our  friends  are  quite  wrong 
Maine,  which  was  admitted  lo  the 
United  States  on  March  15.  1820  as 
the  23rd  state,  represents  almost  one- 
half  of  the  total  land  area  of  the  six 
New  England  stales,  Onginallyapart 
of  the  colony  and  later  state  Massa- 
chusetts for  more  than  two  centuries. 
It  is  the  eastern-most  point  of  U  S 
land  on  the  Atlantic  Coast,  and  the 
state  closest  to  the  European  conti- 
nent, Mame  is  also  the  only  conlmen-

State  Senate  Passes  Legislation  to  Report  HIV  Cases 


The  State  Senate  passed  legislation 
Aug.  27  by  Assemblywoman  Carole 
Migden  (D-San  Francisco)  to  report 
HTV  cases  to  local  health  departments 
by  a  unique  code  system  to  protect 
patients'  confidentiality  Currently, 
California  does  not  report  HIV  cases. 
AIDS  cases  are  reported  The  bill,  AB 
1663,  passed  on  a  22-15  vote 

"This  is  a  balanced,  well-crafted 
measure  designed  to  address  the  need 


for  improved  data  to  help  fight  the  HTV 
epidemic  while  providmg  maximum 
protection  for  patient  confidentiality," 
said  Migden  "It  is  a  strong  public 
health  measure  that  will  not  deter  m- 
dividuals  from  testmg  and  treatment," 
The  Migden  bill  builds  on  a  system 
of  unique  codes  used  in  Maryland  and 
Texas.  Several  other  states,  including 
Massachusetts.  Washington,  Con- 
necticut and  Hawaii  are  also  develop- 


ing unique  code  systems  to  report  HIV 

cases, 

AB  1663  IS  supported  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Medical  Association,  the  Cali-

the  Grassnxits  Express,  will  be  giving 
demonstrations  to  politicians  and  citi- 
zens groups  in  40  cities  across  the  U  S 
The  picturesque  bus  is  decorated  like 
a  huge  mailbox,  complete  with  flag 

"In  the  past.  It  s  been  hard  for  people 
to  participate  in  the  alTairs  of  their  com- 
mumty  because  Ihey  have  so  little  free 
time."  said  Shesunoff.  a  24-year-oId 
Yale  grad  "And  when  they  have  a 
problem,  people  usually  don  t  know 
who  to  call  or  how  to  reach  them  E- 
The  People  makes  it  easy-even  tun  " 
According  to  a  recently  released  study 
more  than  70  5  million  (34  9  percent) 
of  the  202  million  U  S  adults  ase  the 
Internet, 

This  lour  has  generated  enthusias-

Ilie  People  expects  to  link  to  1 00  pa- 
pers nationwide  withm  the  next  tree 
months, 
to  be  sent 

Because  of  this,  numerous  cities  are 


hopping  on  board  the  E-The  People 
hus  as  well  On  Aug  17,  the  city  of 
West  Hollywood-which  created  itself 
through  voter  initiative  1 1  years  ago- 
voted  to  become  the  first  Amencan  city
